“The bodies were discovered by 
the building superintendent, Ed- 
ward McCarthy, when he entered 
the. apartment after a tenant, 
Thomas Mann, complained that he 
smelled fumes. Police said the! 
tragedy occurred about 4:45 a.m. 

City inspectors checking on 
other flats asked Frank Natoli, 62- 
year-old tenant, how he heated 
water. Natoli péinted to his gas 
range. It was new, he said. A 
big pan was on the floor beside 
the stove. 

““I bought it. myseli,” he said. 
‘The landlord, he gives nothing.” 

A coal fire burned in a small 
pot-bellied stove in the center of 
the -kitchen with a big ell-shaped 
pipe connecting with a flue. All 
the apartments were cold-water 
flats, that is; without steam heat. 
Moreover, the landlord provided 
no hot water. so each ‘tenant de- 
vised his own ways of heating it, 


he said: 

The Gonzales paid $19.55 for 
their three rooms, and Natoli paid 
$13.80 for his two-room flat, Na- 
toli said. But these unheated flats 
with cold water were so cherished 
in the city’s housing shortage that 
he, Natoli, had been a tenant there 
for nine years. He spoke of one 
tenant there 25 years. : 

The .Gonzales family, husband 
and wife and six children, had 
been there only a few onths, he 
said. A bartender, Natoli had re- 
turned home at 9 a.m. He pointed 
to his bedroom-living room, newly 
pons He had to do it himself, 

e said. “See that door?” he asked. . 
“I paid the landlord $7.20 for 
white enamel, he gave me $5 
worth.” 

On one side of’the kitchen stood 
a*bathtub covered over. He didn't 
use it, he said. Nothing but cold 
water. He used the round tin tub 
on the floor. “The landlord would 
not give us mail boxés.” That was 
why each tenant had his own, with 
a lock attached, downstuirs.

BEFORE THE BALLOTS of 
the Nov. 2 election have been 
fully counted, the Eisenhower 
Administration has moved to 
flout and subvert the voters’ man- 
date for peace and jobs. 

Administration moves since

around which trade unionists,

sionals will now have to wage 
increasingly sharp struggles if 
the election man ate is to bear 
fruit. 

These issues neat the fol- 
lowing: 


1. Rearmament of-the Nazis 
and the continued dismember- 
ment-of Germany. Today the’ 
Administration will send to the 
special session of the lame duck 
Senate the London-Paris . agree- 
ments which would rearm_ the 
Nazis within the aggressive 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation (NATO). At the same 
time, the Administration is draft- 
ing with the British and French 
governments a “polite” rejection 
of the Soviet proposal of Oct. 
23; calling for a four-power con- 
ference on Germany this month 
to seek agreement on free elec- 
tions to unify Germany and a 
peace treaty to establish a dem- 
ocratic, neutralized German 
state. 

The purpose of this “polite” 
rejection, according to the N., 
Y. Herald Tribune’s Joseph New-

8. Use of McCarthyism to sup- 
press and penalize opposition to 
these and other “cold war” pol- 
icies. On the eve of the special 
Senate session which is to pass 
judgment on McCarthy, the Ad- 
ministration fired the New Deal — 
career diplomat John Paton Da- 
vies, Jr., separated from the 
Army Maj.
